A place for thought, meditation or prayer officially 
opened on campus June 26 with the completion of the 
University Interfaith Chapel. 

When students return to campus in the fall, another 
interfaith, religious opening ceremony will be held Sept. 
18, at a time to be announced. 

Located on the edge of the university rhododendron 
gardens, the structure designed by architect John Di 
Castri incorporates cedar shakes, soft-toned wood sid¬ 
ing and glass to create an effect of light and naturalness 
that blends well with its natural surroundings. 

The chapel was built to provide a place where univer¬ 
sity members of any faith may meditate and take part in 
religious celebrations. Care was taken in its design not 
to incorporate features from any specific religion. 

“The chapel is an adjunct facility to the university 
and not an adjunct to any church,” says Trevor Mat¬ 
thews, Vice President Administration. “Services will 
probably be held on a frequent basis, but not regularly 
by any one group.” 

Built entirely with donated money, the chapel will be 
administered by the University through the office of the 
Director of Student and Ancillary Services in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Chaplains’ Advisory Committee. Director 
Ted Sawchuck says he hopes to have students serve as 
monitors or hosts when the chapel is opened to the 
public in the fall. 

Throughout the summer the chapel will be the setting 
of numerous weddings, with 16 already booked for the 
season. Although it has been built primarily to serve the 
university community, the chapel is available to alumni 
and others in the community. Bookings can be made 
through Student and Ancillary Services. 

The building will be operated on a self-supporting 
basis and there will be a charge for use, says Matthews. 
“However, an endowment fund is being put in place to 
handle operations of the building and it is hoped the 
fund will grow so that charges for use of the chapel will 
be reasonable.” 


Matthews points out that additional chapel furnish¬ 
ings are still needed and donations are welcome. 
Recently, a cheque was received from an anonymous 
donor for the purchase of a piano, and the handsome, 
hand-carved wood entrance doors were donated by the 


University Women's Club. As well as donations from 
hundreds of individuals, funds were received from foun¬ 
dations, churches and corporations, and the Alumni 
Association contributed $26,639 through funds raised 
at a dinner and art auction in 1982.

Janet Erasmus, a third year law student 
at UVic, is one of eight students and the 
only applicant selected from a law 
school west of Toronto to be a summer 
1985 intern for the Law Reform Commis¬ 
sion of Canada. 

Erasmus, and the other students 
selected from a large pool of national 
applicants, are spending approximately 
12 weeks in Ottawa this summer engag¬ 
ing in research under the direction of the 
Commission’s staff. 

The areas they are working in include 
criminal law, criminal procedure, admi¬ 
nistrative law, protection of life, juris¬ 
prudence, law reform, legal history, 
comparative law and interdisciplinary 
studies. 

Erasmus entered law studies at UVic 
in 1983 with a $4,500 British Columbia 


Law Society entrance scholarship. 

She graduated from UVic with a B.A. 
degree, first class, in 1972 and lived from 
1973 to 1981 in Vanderhoof, B.C. where 
she served as director of the Nechako 
Community Arts Council and in that 
capacity brought performing artists to 
the Vanderhoof area and organized cul¬ 
tural events. 

She also served on the Vanderhoof 
Recreation Commission, on the Assem¬ 
bly of B.C. Arts Councils and on the B.C. 
Touring Council. 

Since she returned to Victoria she has 
worked as a chemist with an oceanogra¬ 
phic firm and as a dancer with Spectrum 
Dance Company. 

Born in Nanaimo in 1951, Erasmus 
plans to graduate from the UVic Law 
Faculty in the spring of 1986.

Atlantic Visions viewed 



Dr. Glen Farrell, Director of UVic Exten¬ 
sion and Community Relations, has 
accepted the position of President of the 
British Columbia Knowledge Network 
effective September 1, 1985. 

Farrell will leave UVic at the end of 
August to take on his new position. As 
President of the Knowledge Network, he 
is replacing Dr. Walter Hardwick, a 
faculty member in the Geography 
Department at the University of British 
Columbia, who will continue to act as 
Chairman of the Board of the Knowl¬ 
edge Network. 

Farrell says his decision to accept the 
new position is influenced hy his com¬ 
mitment to distance education and the 
role it can play in the overall education 
system of the province. 

“The new position will provide me 
with an opportunity to work towards the 
development of a co-operative, provin¬ 
cial distance education system,” says 
Farrell. 
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“The decision to accept the appoint¬ 
ment has been a very difficult one 
because of the loyalty I feel towards the 
university generally, and the pleasure 
and satisfaction I’ve had working with 
my colleagues in Extension and Com¬ 
munity Relations. 

Murray Fraser, Vice President Aca¬ 
demic, says the university has had out¬ 
standing leadership from Farrell and 
has benefitted from his contributions. 

“But, I want to assure you that his 
departure does not in any way indicate 
that extension programs at UVic will 
receive less support. We intend to try to 
continue to strengthen the program.” 

The position of Director of Extension 
and Community Relations will be filled 
on an acting basis in the immediate 
future, he adds. 

Elinor Rhynas of University Extension and 
Community Relations wants to remind UVic 
faculty, staff and students that invitations to tea 
or dinner extended to members of a group of 
Japanese women visiting from Nagoya Univer¬ 
sity of Commerce would be most appreciated. 
The 40 students will be living in residence at 
UVic and be involved in an intensive English 
language program combined with socio¬ 
cultural activities, and would welcome invita¬ 
tions to meet Victoria residents.

Friends, colleagues mourn departure 


John Dobereiner of the UVic Vis¬ 
ual Arts Department died on 
June 21, a week after a retirement 
celebration in his honor held at 
the Faculty Club, and following a 
lengthy period of illness. 

He leaves behind him family 
and a wide circle of friends and 
colleagues who have loved, 
admired and respected him over 
the years. 

Many members of the univer¬ 
sity community contributed 
towards the gift of a Jack Shad- 
bolt drawing which was pres¬ 
ented to Dobereiner during his 
retirement gathering June 13. 
UVic President Dr. Howard 
Petch spoke warmly of his 
achievements and presented him 
with the last (from the original 
100 minted) of the Silver Medals 
celebrating the 15th anniversary 
of the university. 

Dobereiner responded with a 
moving farewell speech thanking 
the university and reminiscing 
about his career as an instructor 
in art, the gratification in watch¬ 
ing students “get the fever” about 
art, and the enrichment and sup¬ 
port he has received from people 
he has worked with. 


Dobereiner came to UVic in 
1964 after teaching at the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia and 
prior to that at the J. Lloyd Crowe 
High School in Vancouver. 

A fine artist and teacher, he 
had an impressive and growing 
career in art with exhibitions in 
the United States and Canada, 
and artworks in some of the 
major public collections across 
the land. 

In the university he has served 
as Chairman of the Department 
of Visual Arts, Vice-President of 
the Faculty Association, and as a 
Senator. 

He has been a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Art 
Gallery of Greater Victoria and 
contributed his services, skills 
and wisdom in many ways to the 
community at large. He is remem¬ 
bered as a man of reason and 
compassion, and a man much 
loved and held in the highest 
regard, says Don Harvey, chair¬ 
man of the Visual Arts Depart¬ 
ment. 

A scholarship will be created in 
John Dobereiner’s name in the 
upcoming year. 


Work-study deadline looms 
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“Irreplaceable” teacher turns in keys i_ 



Wes/: “Good design is a very organic thing” 


The career of Bill West, whose well- 
observed retirement from UVic took 
place late June, spans the entire life of 
the Theatre Department at UVic and 
will influence its course for years to 
come. 

West leaves tangible marks of his pres¬ 
ence at UVic in the form of designs and 
sculptures which enhance the campus 
visually, and intangible impressions 
which will remain with many of his col¬ 
leagues throughout their careers. 

He is known to many as the theatre 
faculty member who played a prominent 
role in helping to design the Phoenix 
Theatre Building, an academic and 
architectural success which has won 
acclaim from theatre professionals 
across the country and has drawn many 
theatre students to Victoria. 

Also to his credit are the stunning 
black, red and white metal mobile hang¬ 
ing in the stairwell of A wing of the Clea- 
rihue Building, and more recently the 
rich cedar and other local woods mural 
outside the Chief Dan George Theatre of 
the Phoenix Building. 

He has designed more theatre sets 
than he can remember, since he began 
his association with UVic’s predecessor, 
Victoria College, in the early 1950s 
before the Theatre Department existed 


and most campus theatre productions 
were associated with the English 
Department. 

Born in New Westminster 64 years 
ago, West served in World War II (“I am 
a Guppy MK I”, first officer training 
class of 1941 in Gordon Head camp) and 
after the war went through Vancouver 
School of Art and Vancouver Normal 
School before he began teaching in Vic¬ 
toria, in 1951, at Central Junior High 
and taught summer courses in art for 
teachers before Victoria had its own 
university. 

He returned to the Vancouver School 
of Art to teach in 1957 and came back to 
Victoria to head the Art Department at 
Oak Bay High School, at the. same time 
maintaining his connections with Victo¬ 
ria College. 

He recalls in 1965 designing Aristo¬ 
phanes The Birds in a barren army hut 
given to the English Department when 
theatre activity on campus took the form 
of “sort of a university drama society or 
campus players, with open casting from 
town and gown. People from the city 
came to audition, and this all was 
encouraged by Roger Bishop (then head 
of the English Department).” 

By the time West took a full-time 
appointment at UVic in 1973 he was 


very familiar with the campus where he 
had been either teaching or designing 
productions for 20 years. His first office 
was in R Hut, which had been the dis¬ 
pensary of the army hospital at the Gor¬ 
don Head army camp where he was 
stationed for a time in 1941. 

West received his formal training in 
art, rather than theatre, but says his 
interest in designing and building for 
theatre began in high school, when his 
teacher, Ernest Lock, encouraged him to 
design and build sets for full-length Sha¬ 
kespearean plays which they mounted 
in the school auditorium at Duke of Con¬ 
naught High School. 

He recalls that he had taken an inter¬ 
est in design as a boy “in a naive kind of 
way, I guess. I remember when my 
father spotted a natural bend in a wild 
cherry tree, and said that would make a 
good stem for a boat, and a boat grew 
around that piece of wood. Good design 
is a yery organic thing.” 

Asked about his reputation for being 
able to turn his hand successfully to 
almost any project in the design field, 
West says “Versatile? If I am that, it’s 
because I was brought up in the Depres¬ 
sion and I’m old! In the 1950s there 
weren’t any full time theatre designers 
in Victoria, and very few in the country. 
The growth of specialized practitioners 
in all areas of design since the 1960s has 
been phenomenal.” 

He points out that he began his career 
at a time when people worked with a T 
square and a Set square, and now it’s a 
computer terminal with graphic 
capabilities. 

“Everything has changed, in value 
systems and aesthetics. Much of the 
change is stimulating, and some I find 
frightening. We’ve reached the point 
where technology is moving us beyond 
the limits of human perception and this 
denies us the kind of opportunities for 
contemplation that I think man needs.” 

West, who uses the computer “only in 
a very limited way” as a design tool, 
believes the machine tends to foster 
impatience in its users, which can lead 
to hurried, even rash, design decisions. 
“I’m a great believer in using technol¬ 
ogy, but the gadgets it provides have to 
be kept in place as a tool controlled by 
man. It’s so easy to become dependent 
upon gadgets.” 

Looking back over his career, West 
believes hijnself fortunate to have had 
his working life occur “at a time when 


the greatest growth and social change 
has occurred in our society. More has 
happened in the past 30 to 40 years than 
in the previous 100.” 

One of the jobs which he found most 
satisfying in his years with UVic was 
playing a major role in the design of the 
building to which he recently turned in 
his keys. 

“I had a wonderful job collecting all 
the input for this building from faculty 
and staff and other sources, for the 
architects and planners. This building is 
one of the most rewarding jobs I’ve had 
in my lifetime. One of the things I like 
about it is that any of the mistakes are 
little things. There is no one big blunder, 
and this is something that can be said 
about very few theatre projects. Of the 35 
to 40 theatres in Canada and England 
and a few in the United States I looked at 
most had mistakes.” 

While he looks forward to retirement 
and the many projects he has planned 
for it, including doing woodcut prints 
and designing boats (“My labor of love 
right now is two little rowboats, one for 
my son”), West believes he will miss the 
stimulation and company of the 
younger people he has taught . 

And his students will miss, and well 
remember him. In the words of Jill 
Wyness who took his design class last 
year “Bill is an excellent teacher, who 
helps students find their own talents, 
and always finds time to talk and listen. 
He never gives up on a student and helps 
everyonq to find their own, individual 
way of drawing and designing. As long 
as you show an interest, he’s there to 
help you.” 

Alan Hughes, theatre professor who 
has worked with West over the years, 
concludes: 

“Above all, the man is a teacher. He 
spends infinite hours working with stu¬ 
dents. I’ve seen him here at three in 
morning, working with students on sets, 
and he still comes in regular as clock¬ 
work at 8:30 or nine in the morning. 

“We raised a bursary for him—the Bill 
West bursary. Some of the pledges from 
former students were for as long as 20 
years, which indicates a measure of 
their respect for him. And the sums were 
awesome, considering that they came 
from recent graduates. 

“He’s going to be irreplaceable, 
because of his technical knowledge and 
knowledge of crafts, and for a lot of other 
reasons.” 


Feds fund new research 


Federal funding is available for direct 
research support, research time, and 
graduate training in applied health 
research at UVic and other Canadian 
universities, according to Dr. Janet 
Bavelas, UVic Associate Dean of 
Graduate Studies for Research. 

Disciplines that might have eligible 
projects include nursing, public adminis¬ 
tration, anthropology, sociology, physi¬ 
cal education, psychology, and others 
doing applied health research in the 
broadest sense, says Bavelas. 

Her remarks follow the visit last month 
of Dr. Ronald Heacock, Director of the 
National Health Research and Develop¬ 
ment Program (NHRDP), the extramural 
research program directorate of the 
Health Services and Promotion Branch 
of the Department of Health and Welfare. 

The $19.3 million program directed by 
Heacock has funds for many projects that 
currently “fall between the cracks” of the 
usual funding sources, says Bavelas. 

The NHRDP spends 80 per cent of its 
budget in universities, but does not act as 
another granting council, such as the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council ^NSERC) or the 
Medical Research Council (MRC), 
because of its dual emphasis on applied 
research and on Department of Health 


and Welfare priorities, Bavelas explains. 

The areas currently given priority for 
funding by NHRDP are organization and 
delivery of health care (evaluation of 
services, epidemiology and screening), 
environmental health hazards (including 
occupational health hazards, hazards in 
living and social environment ranging 
from indoor air quality and VDT 
terminals, to child or spouse abuse), 
primary and secondary illness preven¬ 
tion (including lifestyles and smoking), 
habilitation and rehabilitation (includ¬ 
ing health technology, bioengineering 
and long-term care programs), and health 
of native peoples. 

UVic researchers interested in apply¬ 
ing for funding can get assistance from 
the Office of Research Administration in 
assessing how proposals would fit 
NHRDP’s priorities. Projects supported 
by NHRDP are reviewed on relevance, as 
well as scientific merit. 

Deadlines are: July 31 for research 
scholars and scientists seeking career 
awards for April 1, 1986; Dec. 1 for project 
funding to begin July 1,1986; and Feb. 15 
for training for graduate and post¬ 
doctoral students to begin Sept. 1. 
Applications for conference funding can 
be made anytime, preferably early in the 
fiscal year.
